Atlanta, Sept. liJ.— The moruing of 
the opening day of tho snutb'rt great 
■how, the cotton itates and internation- 
al tspoiitloii, dawmd Mu^cioaAly 
bdflil Mid olMur, •ffording to the thon- 
■aodi of northern Tisitors iu the city a 
■ample of tyijiiMl sootliflni Scptmabor 
weather. As tho day wore ou tho heat 
threateued to p:»ss the liiiiit of comfort, 
bat the buoyant crowds ou the ■treets 
did not seem to mind the teniperatnra, 
and good bmaov reigued rapMui*. 

tmhag Ihvftight ik« flniamBfrConohM 
had \mn pat op » uomber of toe build- 
ittga and ttarjr effort had been made to 
get the gTOQuda in good ■hape for the 
openina. ¥xom the tope of < the 847 
fugatdrr en the , bnildinga arMlodlhe 
groiykLi then'MMed the penntiate and 
flaga of the nation* of the earth, and 
the doora of the bnildinga whioh had 
been oloeed for aaTenU daijra i»«re all 
thrown open. 

In the interior of the bnildinga a 
great deal of work has been accom- 
pliahed. Over nine-tenths of the ezhib- 
ita were complete and neatly appareled 
attendants t>tood at each booth. 

Ah the day j^rew older the crowds 
that had been admitted to the ^'rounds 
gathered around the gates and auxioau- 
ly awaited tiiu appearance of the mili- 
tary and thf directots. 

At lii;,'h noon eviiry stoam whistle iu 
thi; eiiy broke toi tli luto noisy I'liorus, 
tii<> crowils 111 the streot.s cliticied louj^ 
and loud, and tlic ftistivitieri of opon- 
iUjf (lay v.-ctl; fairly begun. 

At 1 o'clock, tlio pr(x;essiou under 
cuunaand of Colonel W. L. Ki'llo;,'g of 
the U. S. A. as ni.krsli.il, be;^ixu to move. 
In tlie lijie were tlie Fifth retnuiout, U. 
S. A.; tJio Wa.-hmj,'tou artillery, New 
Orleans' cruek ooniixmy, cuniniandiid 
by C'uSonel Julm li. liu:hardson; the 
I'iftli reK'iiuent of Ueorgia volunteers 
and various visitiiix state troops, mak- 
ing 25 eoiiipaiiu's in all. 

Five bands, iiieludintf (iihnore's fa- 
mous oi j;aiuz,.iiu.ii, iio.i'ic<> iiy V'iiUor 
Herbert, furni.siied niu.sie for the tramp- 
ing column which swept its brilliant 
lengrh oat toward the uxpositiou paiic 
between coutinaoos lineaof ^miring 
and oheehng spectators. 

As the head of the colamn reached 
the gates the companies were halted 
and the exposition directors and their 
guests iu carriages passed iuto the 
groaud's. Thuu tno military companies 
luarotied iu, stopped ou the pla^u, 
stacked arms ami were taken to the 
barbecue stand where they were the 
gnoses of the expositiou for a ahort 
while. 

The Kuest^ and directors entered the 
aaditorium, wtiere the formal opening 
oocaiTedf Tue speukora were teated ou 
the small atage, wluoh waa ^Mfosely 

decoratad. 

While the erowd waa atill satheriug 
Victor Uerbert'a band rendered hie new 

and original "Sulate to Atlauta" amid 

great applause. Ez-Uovernor B. 
Tdlnck, a'- master of ceremou(es, pro 
■euted Bishop Ciuvelaiid Kiulock Nel- 
■ou, who ottt.rud the opening prayer. 

Mr. BoLock presented Colonel Al 
bert Howoil, who read the "Exposition 
Ude," written by Frank L. Slautou. 

Tiien Mr. Bullock introduced i'resi 
dent Collier, who ddiivered the oiMMiiug 
address. I'lesuii'iu Collier was i'ol 
lowed by Mrs. .io-eph ihoinpsou, presi 
(Uiit of thi' board oi wonu'ii managers 
who spoke in benah ui llio \voman'.sde 
pwtuieiit. 

Booki'v T. Washington, the principal 
of Tusn.i',ee nurniul uisiitute, thon no 
Uver>Hl an address in btdialf of the ue 
gro uepal tment. 

Mayor K;n>; spoke for the city and 
Hon. (.icoriie K. t-irowii represented 
Governor Aikmisou, who was prevunt- 
ed by ill-health from speaking for the 
state. 

At tlie new auditorium, within the 
exposii.i.on gi'ound.4, was packed to its 
remotest c<jrut)rs during tne delivery of 
the addresses, all of which were re- 
ceived with euthaNiasiu. The program 
presented the remarkable spectacle of 
ex-Goveruor Kufus ii. Hnllock, elected 
chief executive of the state by Repub- 
lican votes during the reconstructiou 
period, and now a leading citizen of 
Atlanta and director of the exposition, 
•otiug as master of ceremonies in in- 
troducing in 8ucce.ssiou to a wmtheru 
audien(!6 Mm. Joseph Thompson, presi- 
dent ot the womau's board, and Booker 
T. Waahiugton, the represei^tatire of 
the negro race. This incident, coupled 
with toe appearanoe of negroes in car- 
riages ax the parade and iu the presence 
of toe negro building on the grounds, 
empbasiaed the repoguiiion gireu to the 
race by thia espositiou for the first 
time iu the hlat^ of raoh enterprises. 

When Jndg* Bpeer concluded hia ora> 
tion tha oeramouy of touching the but- 
ton took place. Wirea had been 
ttrtjotoodjCrom Gray Oablea to Buiaards 
BgMgitf|MtiU another wire had beeu 
ttnHIHMun the auditorium here to 
the machinerr building. While Judge 
Bpeer was deliyeriag hia address, tlie 
operator cleared the line to Gray Ga- 
bies, and "hortly after 4 o'olook every- 
thing was ready. 

Herbert's baud played a selection and 
suddenly a flash of light from an elec- 
tric lamp illuminated the bu'ldiug. 
There were great cheers. The aiposi- 
tion was formally opened.

The single jet from 
the center of the machine suddenly be- 
gan spouting, and as it rose above the 
banks of the lake, the men at Paine's 
fireworks building began a salute of 100 
bombs. The first bomb, thrown high 
into the air, notified the crowds around 
the ground that the exposition had 
really started, and great ehewi rant the 
air. 

This dooed the regular program and 
the great crowd distribnted itself over 
the gnnuuU and the buildingifor afirst 
PMpat tha Wg ftiir whoN fonaal In- 
aogoration they bad Jnat witnessed. 
The opening was * complete And an- 
Mtohrooal aaoeess, and the wpnaltiou 
bagtna with every good omen in its 
favor.

At S o'dock a message 
was received from Atlanta, stating that 
it had been decided to defer the start- 
ing of tho machinery until the last 
thing ou the program. At that time 
tne hour for action waa set at 5:30 p. 
m., Boston time, which is one hour 
earlier tlian the time at Atlauta. Five- 
thirty came aud the clock moved ou, 
but the expected word was not reeeiveci 
and it was nearly an hour ami a half 
later when tiie esjiected signal came 
aud the presideut pre.ssed liiu button.

CnATTANOooA, Sept. 19.~If one may 
judge by the evpiiti of tin- l,i-.t lOtlays, 
tlie Mason and Dixon line h is been 
wiped off the map. The friendly, 
brotherly feeling that has been dis- 
played here thia week and that was 
shown at Louisville last week by the 
boys of gray toward the boy.'* of blue, 
the bitter sectionalism that has so long 
divided the Union no longer exists. 
For nearly ^ fortnight now the doors of 
the south have been thrown open to the 
men wiio oame here N odd yeara ago 
bearing arms of slaughter and destruc- 
tion. Not a single incident that woall 
indicate a feeling of hatred OB eltlwr 
side has beeu recorded. 

"Yankees" and "Johnny Bebe," 
grown gray with years, have gone over 
the great battlefield together, aiscussed 
the events of those avi^ul days, drank 
together, and ev«mt in some instanoes 
slept together, wifhont stirring up any- 
thing like au angry thought. Generals 
who commauded armies for the Union 
have beeu guests of the generals of the 
Confederacy, and each hasaohunnly ue- 
Glared that diere ia "Ho north and no 
south." 

"The events of today have bound us 
together aa nothing else could have 
done, and the ademn yet joyooa event 
of tomoirow -will seal the tie forever;" 
■o spoke a Venerable of the north to one 
of the sonth at Bnodgram Hill yester- 
day, and the latter replied with tears in 
his eyea: "Comrade, yon are eight. 
Shake hands," and they did. 

Chattanooga is an enterprisipg Chi- 
cago-like town with 40,000 inhabitants, 
both the towu and the people have 
every look of prosperity. The poopie 
done 08 much for the entertainmeut oi 
their northern visitors as anyone could 
wish. At eaily dawn, the towu and 
the snrrouiidiug country awoke. In 
less than two hours there was a gener.tl 
exodus from towu to the battleheid. 
There were bands of music followed !.v 
regiments of militia. There we, 
thousands upon thousands of lia;ti ■ 
scarred veterans aud tliere wero tlious- 
ands uDuu liiousands of iiu ii, woiu mi 
and childreu v.lio persouaily never 
knew what war was. 

Then, thoro were carriages, wa.foii-; 
and vehicles of every descnptiun in 
which ihe pi>ople rcxle. The cars, cic - 
tric and sreain, weie loaded lo tiie 
guard rails. Many of the v.ist mro i,.; 
looked over tlie field of Cliiciiauiaii^.a, 
sadly r"ai»!i:ib -riu;; the awiui scenes lU 
c.ivi.i..' ,ui I i.e.itn they had witues. ed 
till re ;; ) yens ,i^'o, but all felt a tluiil 
of joy lo know that old wounds had 
heaitd and tiii= hatred of tiie.so days was 
no more. 

Such weie the conditions that pre- 
vailed at the preliminary e.teroises at- 
tenu.iiJt iinoii il.e dedic.iu<in of iho Lis- 
toru; . ati idled as a ii,itu)iiai park. 

The liisc event of tbo d.iy was the 
deaication of the Michi^'un state monu- 
ments at Siiodgrass Hili, u point at 
whioh there was probaoiy more hard 
fighting during tho battle than on any 
part of tho field. 

Governor John T. Rich, with his 
staff, the members of the park oommis- 
siou, arrived at the hill a few minutes 
after 9 o'cloirk. Cnairmau C. B. Belk- 
nap, president of the Michigan oommis- 
siou, in a brief speech, iu wnioh he told 
of tho work done by the oommiasion, 
culled the assemblage to order, and then 
introduced Governor John T. Kich, 
who spoke eloquently. Colonel Henry 
M. Duifield of JJetroit responded. When 
he had fioiahed there was mnaio by a 
military band, after whioh the benemc- 
(ion waa said. 

The vete^maof Ohio took posaession 
of Buodgraaa Bill aa aoon aa thoae from 
Michigan, had toiahed. General Jonn 
Beatty, preaident of the Ohio oommis- 
■ion. presided. When he had culled 
the andienoe to order. Bishop Joyce in- 
voked the bleasing of the Deity, bhort 
addreases were then mode by ex-Gov- 
ernor Campbell, who was governor at 
the time the commissiou was cre.ited, 
Hon. J. 8. Gill and Hon. J. 8. McLlnjv 
General Aqoilla Wiley then mati.! i 
short address formally tuniniK uih 
monument over to Governor ^leKiule ,-, 
who in turn received them and ilien 
transferred them to thu national gov- 
ernment. Brief addresses were made 
by Hon. Andrew Jackson, Colonel 
James Watson and Fie«leriuk WOBdall, 
members of tho commission. 

In the northeast corner of that part 
of the Keliy held the monuments oi 
Wisconsin wero turned over to imi gov- 
ernment at 1 I o'clock. Tlie e.\ercises 
wero presided over by Coluiii'l \V. VV. 
Watkins, ehainnan of the state com 
raiKsion. After the audience had U;eu 
called to order the Rev. ,1. E. Webster 
offered pruyei-. Colonel Waikms for- 
mally turned the monuments over to 
Governor W. H. Uphum, who re 
eeived them and then transferred the n 
to the government. General Ueuiy 
llaidiu made a speech in respouM^, 
after which si)eecnes were mmle by 
Colonel B. F. Bryant, e.r (iovernor W. 
D. Hoard and E. G Timme. 

Illinois monuments were dedicat'Ml 
on the site where Widow Lilvun's houso 
stood during the battle. It is a few 
hundred yards scutheost of the famous 
"Bloody pond." Tht^ widow's honae 
was burned during the fight, bnt

It was 'i o'clotrk wh( ii Governor Alt- 
geld aud his party arrived. Several 
thousand people, principally from Illi- 
nois, or those who had served in Illinois 
regiments, were thf-ro to witness the 
ceremonies. Colonel H. 8. Reevs, pres- 
ident of the Illiiio s couimissiou, called 
the meeting to order. Prayer was 
oft'ered, after which Goveruor Altgelt 
was introduced and made Uis address, 
turning the iiioiiuinent over to tne gov- 
ernment. Responses were made by 
("olonel Siiiiiii U. Atkins, Vice r'losi- 
deut Stevenson, .Senator P.ilmcr and 
Colonel J. (i. Everest. The benedu - 
tiou was thf n proiiouncHd. 

The exer''isev attendant upon the 
transfer of tne Indiana monuments to 
t'le government took place at LytlehiU, 
as the ridge south of the Dyer House is 
oallpd iu memory of Gtnerol Lytle, 
who was killed there. It is a short dis- 
tanco north of the Widow Glenn's 
house. General M. C. Huuter was 
piaster of ceremonies. The eseroises 
were opened by prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Luoaa at 9 o'doek. Hon. D. B. Mo- 
Oonnell made the addreaa, tnrniug the 
monumenta over to Governor diaude 
Matthews. General Lew Wallace and 
Colonel I. K. Walker, oommauder-iu- 
chief of the G. A. R., apc^e. The ex- 
ercisea wwe oonduded with a salute 
fired by the regiments of the Indiana 
militia that were present.

It haa beeu said that m 
alibi for unrant would be shown, and 
further that another mau than Durant 
went into the ohiu-eh when the priaoner 
is said to have entered it. 

Yesterday Miss Emma L. Turner was 
the first witness. She is a member of 
the Emanuel church aud knows Duram. 
She testified that ou ApnlJ siio was not 
with defendant in Emanuel church. 
Mrs. Leake had testitied that tho g'ri 
she saw walking into Emanuel church 
with Durant was either Blanche La- 
ment or Miss Turner. 

Organist George King was then put 
on the stand to prove that he saw the 
prisoner iu the chundi at 6 p. m. on 
April ;j, almost au hour after Durant 
was said by Mr. Leake to have entered 
Ihe church. King proved an unwilling 
witness, apparently fihioldiiif^ Durant 
whi^iiever jiotikible. lio admitted that 
the deleiidaiit and hu attorneys .idvi.si;d 
him to give his testimony as kivuu at 
the preliminary examination.

Then, 
at his request, Durant helped him carry 
a small organ from oae part of the 
church to another.

The fire leaped from these buUdinge 
to the immense, 0-story stone front oc- 
cupied by the Pettis Dry Goods com* 
pMiy. The manager turned on the au- 
tomatic water supply and deluged the 
building aud contents. The building 
waa saved, bnt the loss from water will 
be probably |8,000. 

Between the Pettis building and the 
bank are landmarks belonging to the 
Johnson heirs of Philadelphia. These 
were damaged and the occupants driven 
out. The American ani Imited States 
express ofHccs an: in the lower floors of 
these bnildin»;s, and wt;re closed because 
of the damage. 

The upper floors of some of the build- 
ings wen^ occupied by lawyers and f«r 
oflice purposes. Many losses sulfered 
by these will bring the aggregate loss 
up to nearly three ijuarters of a million. 

Several hreinen were shocked by elec- 
tricity by coming in contact with a] 
paratus charging the metllUo portiooa.

Tobacco in ripenini; rapidly, and up 
land toliacco ix. hcini,' cut and lioused, 
the weather comlitions favoring the 
work. In some localities much tobacco 
has been cut green on account of "firing," 
resulting from the excessive heat, and 
will, therefore, be of interior quality^ 
At the prMent outlook it would appear 
that all the tobacco yet remaining in the 
fields' would be safely housed before the 
average date of the first killing frost in 
Kentucky, October tUh. Some complaint 
is made of tobacco worms, but the crop 
generally has not suffered from this 
cause, and the outlook for it as a whole 
is very favoralilc. 

The dry wt-athi-r lia- has^iUmcd the 
maturity of corn, and thi.s fact mav 
blixhty alfect its <|nality in some locali- 
ties. 'I'he carlii'i liclds arc now heinj: 
cut and the work will he in pro>;rps8 from 
now on to the end oi ilic sca.^jon. \'cry 
littln will li(> exposed to daiiia)ie from 
fro-t. There is hut little deviation from 
the lavoraMe reports rej^arding this crop 
which have heen received daring the 
past two months or more. 

Fall plowing is piojriessinj: very rapidly 
and soediii); will lie commenced within 
the couise of the next week or ten dayn. 

Clover seed is reported to he uliund- 
dant, and is being hidled. 

Apples are very a))unilant and under 
favorable weather conditions, the latest 
varietiea are rapidly advancing to matu- 
ritT. 

Melons of all kinds are of fine quality 
and very plentiful. 

The reports relative to late Irish pota- 
toet are somewhat conflicting in charac- 
ter, but their general condition ia fair. 

Good soaking rains would greatly im- 
prove the prospects for all crops yd on- 
Jiarvested.
